O N June 7, the Queen opened the 
fifth Welsh Assembly at Cardiff 
Bay. I am not aware of any other 
AMs who did not attend, but I know that 
the AM for my region, Bethan Jenkins, 
did not. 

She was very vocal about her reasons saying, 
and I quote: “I will not be attending tomorrow’s 
Royal opening of the National Assembly for Wales 
as I have a full day of constituency work. As a 
committed republican, my first duty is always to my 
constituents, whose issues cannot be put off for 
what is ultimately a ceremonial event. The National 
Assembly is here to serve the people of Wales and 
that is what I shall be doing tomorrow.” 

Well, Miss Jenkins, I am one of your constituents 
in the regional seat in South Wales West and you 
are - more importantly - my representative in the 
Senedd. You and your colleague, Dai Lloyd, 
between you received 29,050 votes (around 17 per 
cent of the votes cast). 

Even if - which is unlikely - all 29,050 of the 
people that voted for you and Mr Lloyd are anti¬ 
monarchists, it is reasonable to assume that not all 
the remaining 83 or so per cent of those who voted, 
whom you are supposed to represent, are.

A survey produced a couple of years ago 
suggested that some 13 to 15 per cent of people in 
the UK backed a republic. Perhaps too simplistic, 
but if one applies that percentage to your voters, the 
upper figure for people who voted for you that are 
republicans is only 4,300-odd. 

By snubbing the Queen, Prince Philip and the 
Prince of Wales, you were not representing those 
you call “my constituents”, but merely your own 
views, your party’s and those of a minority. 

Miss Jenkins, you do not like “ceremonial 
events” and I hope that you refrain from attending 
any Remembrance or Armistice Day parades this 
year, and not only because you advocate the ‘white 
poppy’. 

Those who died, whom we remember, were, 
after all, members of His or Her Majesty’s armed 
forces and those that served in the Army or Royal 
Air Force would have sworn an oath of allegiance 
to the Monarch.

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New primary 
school for 
Brynmenyn is 
a step nearer 


PLANS for a brand new Brynmenyn 
Primary School have advanced with the 
appointment of BAM Construction Ltd 
to undertake the initial design work. 

The new school will, if approved, be on a plot 
less than a mile away from the former site of 
Archbishop McGrath Catholic High School, 
next to Coleg Cymunedol Y Dderwen. 

A full business case for the school will be 
submitted by Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to the Welsh Government this 
summer. 

If the plans are approved, construction work 
will commence by January 2017, with the 
school opening in January 2018. 

Coun Huw the deputy leader of BCBC, said: 
“We’re delighted to have reached this 
milestone and are pleased to confirm the 
appointment of BAM Construction Ltd. 

“We have had ‘approval in principle’ for the 
costs of the new school, to be met by the Welsh 
Government’s 21st century schools 
programme. 

“If the proposal is accepted, it will enable us 


to build a bigger school with more modern 
facilities less than a mile away from the current 
establishment on Bryn Road, and help us to 
cope with a rising demand for school places in 
the Valleys Gateway area for years to come.” 

A BCBC spokesperson said: “The existing 
Brynmenyn Primary School site is unsuitable 
for expansion because it is very small and 
surrounded by common land. 

“There are also significant issues with traffic 
congestion outside the school at drop-off and 
pick-up times. 

“A new Brynmenyn school would also have 
knock-on effects for the nearby Tondu Primary 
School, which operates on split sites. 

“By building a new, larger primary school 
for Brynmenyn pupils, catchment changes 
could take place which would in turn help 
Tondu Primary to become a single-site school.

The speaker for the 
evening was Janet 
Jennings on ‘Hats 
through the Ages’. 

Hats became popular 
in the Victorian era. At 
first they were plainer 
but by the 1900s became 
more elaborate and were 
worn all the time, both 
indoors and out. 

Coco Chanel opened a 
shop in Paris after World 
War One selling hats, 
among other items. 

In the 1920s, jewelled 
skull caps were worn in 
the evenings. By the 
1930s, Greta Garbo and 
Marlene Dietrich were 
wearing trilbys, turbans 
and berets. The pillbox 
hat was also popular. 

The hats during the 
1940s tended to be 


smaller, partly because of 
the war, some looked like 
decorated hairnets. 

The pillbox hat came 
back into fashion during 
the 1950/60s with Jackie 
Kennedy and air 
hostesses wearing them. 

By the late 1960s and 
1970s hats seem to go 
out of fashion - being 
worn mainly at 
weddings. 

It was in the 1980s 
that Princess Diana 
helped to bring them 
back into fashion. 

Nowadays there are 
different types of hats 
including ‘fascinators’, 
which can be seen on 
Ladies’ Day at Ascot. 

We were shown a 
variety of the hats that 
have been worn over the 
years. Muriel Stubbs 
gave the vote of thanks 
after a very interesting 
talk.

MEDAL¬ 
WINNING lifeboat 
crew member 
Aileen Jones has 
been recognised for 
her years of 
bravery and 
dedication by being 
awarded an MBE 
in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours 
this year for 
services to the 
RNLI. 

Aileen Jones was the 
first female crew 
member to receive a 
gallantry award; one of 
the RNLI’s first female 
helms; one of the first 
female launching 
authorities; and the first 
female crew member at 
Porthcawl Lifeboat 
Station. 

As a volunteer, she 
has immersed herself in 
supporting every aspect 
of the station - one of 
the busiest in Wales - 
for the past 21 years. 

In 2004, her bravery 
was recognised with the 
award of the RNLI 
bronze medal, presented 
by the Duke of Kent, for 
Aileen’s heroic actions 
in a particularly difficult 
rescue. Aileen and her 
crew went to assist a 
fishing vessel, Gower 
Pride, that had suffered 
engine failure in rough 
seas. They saved two 
lives that night. 

Philip Mis sen, 
lifeboat operations 
manager at Porthcawl, 
said: “She is much more 
than an outstanding 
lifeboat helm. Aileen 
drives the launching 
tractor, she is a 
fundraiser, educator and 
a community 
ambassador. 

“In 2010 she took on 
the role of deputy 
launching authority at 
the station, where her 
experience and wisdom 
have commanded the 
unqualified respect of 
the crew. But she is 
never happier then when 
operating the nine-tonne 
Talus launching tractor - 
she is known as the 
happiest tractor driver in 
Porthcawl!” 

Aileen said: “The 
RNLI is something I’ve 
been involved in since I 
was about 12 or 13. My 
brother was on the crew 
and I would always 
follow him down to the 
station, and hang around.

I was probably a right 
pain in the neck! 

“I’ve always been 
involved in boats and I 
wanted to join the crew 
when I was 17, but there 
just weren’t women on 
the crew in those days. 
They weren’t seen as a 
good thing. It’s very 
different today. I 
eventually joined when I 
was 30 and, when I did, 
the crew were very 
supportive. In a way, it 
was better for me to join 
then as I’d had my 
family by then.” 

Such was her passion 
for the RNLI that Aileen 
recruited her husband 
and her two children to 
become members of the 
crew. Her son is now 
following in her 
footsteps, training to 
become a lifeboat helm. 
As a family, they have 
given unstintingly to the 
community and to the 
RNLI, and Aileen is well 
known for dropping 
everything, at any time, 
to drive round the 
country to speak on 
behalf of the charity. 

Aileen, who is also a 
nursery nurse at a 
primary school, said: 

“I’d love to still be on 
the boat but my age is 
creeping up. I’m just 
glad I can still play an 
active role.” 

She said that 
receiving the MBE was 
completely unexpected: 
“I had a letter from the 
Cabinet Office and 
thought, ‘Oh no, what 
have I done?’ When I 
saw what it was, it was a 
huge surprise.” 

Aileen added: “I 
wouldn’t have got this 
award without the 
support of the crew over 
all the years I’ve been at 
the station. I couldn’t do 
it on my own.” 


WEB woes of the 
unexpected kind sent IT 
expert Victoria Price to 
hospital - where staff 
removed a stowaway spider 
from her ear. 

The Porthcawl mum had been 
in agony for more than a day with 
what she thought might be an 
infection or a perforated eardrum. 

It was only when her husband 
Huw took a look inside her ear and 
saw a spider looking back that the 
truth dawned. 

South Wales Police IT trainer 
Victoria is a member of Newton 
Lifeguard Club and swims in the 
sea several times a week. 

One evening after getting out of 
the water, she changed in the 
beach hut as usual and then 
headed home for a shower. 

Victoria said: “I got out of the 
shower and the pain in my ear was 
just incredible. I was like Irish 
dancing around the bathroom. I 
didn’t know what to do with 


myself, and Victoria went to work 
the next day but the pain 
continued and she felt a gurgling 
sensation as though she had water 
in her ear. 

Before going to bed, Victoria 
asked Huw to check in her ear for 
any sign of infection. 

Shocked, he said: “There’s 
something alive in there”, pointing 
to her ear. 

Victoria went to the Princess of 
Wales Hospital and said, pointing 
to her ear: “There’s something 
alive in there, apparently. I 
thought it was an infection but my 
husband says he can see 
something alive’. 

Emergency nurse practitioner 
Sarah Gaze used forceps to 
remove the spider. 

Sarah said: “It was very 
straightforward. The spider was 
visible in Victoria’s inner ear and 
it came out quite easily. 

“It was alive and very wriggly. 
It was quite big too. It must have 
been twice as big as it first

looked.” Victoria has a theory 
as to how the arachnid got in her 
ear in the first place. 

“When I went to get changed in 
the cabin and put my hoodie on, 
the spider must have been in the 
hood and got into my hair. 

“When I went into the shower 
the first thing it wanted to do is 
find somewhere warm and dry so 
it went into my ear. 

“I think the pain must have 
been him dancing on my eardrum 
and the gurgling was him moving 
around.” 

An examination showed the 
spider had not caused any 
problems. Victoria said: “There 
was no further damage - or any 
eggs laid, as everyone keeps 
asking me.”

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Brave mum of 
five Catherine’s 
plea for adult 
learning funds 


A SINGLE mum of five 
from Rhoose and Inspire 
award winner has called 
for a greater emphasis on 
adult learning 

opportunities as Adult 
Learners’ Week 

celebrated 25 years. 

The annual campaign 
celebrates learning 

achievements and provides 
outreach activities to encourage 
others to ‘give it a go’. 

One learner who has 
benefited from developments in 
adult learning is Catherine 
Watkins from Rhoose. 

Catherine has been battling 
cancer on top of a number of 
other illnesses while studying 
for two degrees. 

She left school after 
completing one year of A-levels 
to become a swimming 
instructor, feeling she had 
limited opportunities as she 
couldn’t afford further 

education. When the Open 
University began to offer grants, 
Catherine began her training to 
become a nurse. Sadly, she was 
forced to quit after she was 
diagnosed with cancer. 

Catherine was undeterred by 
her illness, however, and went 
back to study in 2009 and is still 
in education today. 

Catherine said: “I wanted to 
understand why certain people

behave the way they do and so I 
choose to study psychology as 
the best way to get that 
understanding. Studying played 
a fundamental role in my 
recovery, it was my motivation. 

“Afterwards, I decided to help 
children with learning 
difficulties and set up a club 
which now helps 130 kids and is 
a registered charity. It became 
apparent to me that if the parents 
of these children also became 
interested in education, the 
outcomes for the children were 
better. 

“We decided to engage 
parents and provide support in 
adult learning courses to suit 
their needs with the help of Vale 
Life Long Learning, DAP and 
The Open University.” 

Catherine is continuing to 


learn despite her ongoing 
treatment: “I take classes in 
everything. I am obsessed with 
learning. I do everything from 
practical things like first aid to 
computing and things more 
related to my training like 
behaviour management.” 

In 2012 she was honoured for 
her determination to learn in the 
face of adversity at the ‘Inspire! 
Adult Learning Awards’, a 
ceremony recognising the 
outstanding effort and 
commitment made by 
individuals, businesses and 
communities to develop their 
learning and skills. 

Catherine continued: “I think 
that in the last 13 years I’ve been 
involved in adult learning it has 
become much more normalised. 
It’s not unusual for mature 
students to be in education. In 
2003 for example this was very 
different, I was 28 and almost 
everyone else was a lot younger. 

“In the next 25 years I would 
like to see more changes made 
to funding. People living on the 
poverty line still don’t have 
opportunities or accessibility. 
Especially post graduate degree 
level. For example, I am unable 
to fund a Master’s programme 
and I feel it is in part related to 
inequalities towards disabled 
people.”

the season and this year 
it was the first time that 
Jane was attending as a 
full-time shepherd in her 
own right.

When I was asked to 
step forward with 
Duncan, my Shetland 
ram, I was delighted, 
although I could also see 
how just how stiff the 
competition was. When 
he started to walk 
towards me with the first 
place rosette I was really 
shocked and then before 
I knew it I was in the 
championship against a 
very experienced Fiona 
West with her Whiteface 
Dartmoor ram.” 

Both owners and rams 
stood side-by-side as the 
judge decided on the 
overall winner and much 
to the delight of the 
onlooking crowd the 
Champion Flockmaster 
went to Jane Bissett. 

Jane said: “It was a 
wonderful day. When the

MAY FIGURES JUMP 
BY 27 PER CENT 


ANOTHER successful month 
has been recorded at Cardiff 
Airport, with passenger 
numbers increasing by 27 per 
cent versus the same month 
last year.

Having enjoyed a successful year of 
flying, the airline has increased 
summer flights to Faro and Milan 
to four times a week and will 
operate flights up to four times a 
day to London City from 
September 12 to step in and help 
Welsh customers during the Severn 
Tunnel closure. 

Also, Flybe has also released its 


flights for winter 2016/17 and 
announced a brand new route to 
Berlin starting on November 2. 

Low-cost Spanish airline Vueling 
has responded to the demand from 
Welsh customers and increased its 
summer programme of flights from 
Cardiff by some 40 per cent, 
meaning greater capacity on flights 
to Alicante, Barcelona, Malaga and 
Palma Majorca. 

The terminal has also undergone 
improvement, with a brand new 
walk-through duty free store, coffee 
shop, bar and restaurant now open 
in departures.

- and find that special 
Welsh course that suits 
pour requirement

H AVE you ever been asked the 

question ‘Do you speak Welsh?’ If 
you have, and your answer is 
‘Yes’, or ‘Yes, some’, then feel proud; 
you will probably have managed to avoid 
the shame a person born and bred in 
Wales feels when they have to answer 
‘No’. I, unfortunately, am a member of 
the latter group. 

After some time working over the border and 
overseas, I’ve started to feel like a bit of fraud, 
claiming to be Welsh through and through but not 
being able to speak the language of my own 
country. 

Now that I have moved back to Wales, I’ve 
decided enough is enough; I will no longer be 
ashamed! 

After some brief research, I found the perfect 
Welsh course and signed up for an intensive two- 
week beginner’s option that will take place over the 
summer, held at Cardiff University. (Courses are 
available for whatever level you may be, all year 
round, at times to fit around your work schedule 
and family life). 

‘But, did you not have to learn any Welsh at 
school?’ I hear you cry! My linguistic education 
has, on the whole, been great: I’ve learnt French, 
Spanish, a bit of Italian and even dabbled in a spot 
of Russian. Nevertheless, because I attended a 
private school and an English university, Welsh has 
sadly never been a part of it. 

After studying languages at university, living 
abroad and training to be an interpreter and 


translator, I’ve come to understand that even 
acquiring a basic grasp of another language acts as 
a key to getting right into the heart of another 
country’s culture, history and society. 

Therefore, it goes without saying that this 
applies to your home country too. We live in a 
bilingual country and we should embrace it! 

Another reason I have finally decided to learn 
Welsh is because, as a linguist, I like to collect 
languages...a bit like philological magpie. 

Furthermore, being a polyglot can only enhance 
your career prospects. I’m currently working as a 
translator; a job in which the more languages you 
can add to your collection, the better, as the more 
languages you understand, the more work 
opportunities you will have. Of course, this applies 
to all professions really. 

What employer wouldn’t favour someone who 
would be able to speak to that important 
international client in their own language or be able 
to get the company out of a sticky situation when a 
cross-cultural miscommunication arises? 

In general, my reasons for learning Welsh stem 
from a love for languages, a desire to do well on a 
professional level, and a dislike of the guilt caused 
by answering ‘No, none at all’ to that inevitable 
question that crops up when someone finds out 
where you're from. 

You may have your own reasons for wanting to 
learn Welsh, or any other language for that matter, 
but here is my advice to you: be a magpie! Find a 
course, sign up for it, maybe get a friend or family 
member involved, learn as much as you can and 
see what opportunities unfold!

FILM REVIEW by DANNII THOMAS 



M e before you is a British- 
American romantic 
drama - now if you’re a 
big Game of Thrones fan, 
especially of Daenerys Targaryen, 
then this is not the film for you. 

However, if you’re a big fan of Emilia 
Clarke then I think you’ll enjoy it. After 
seeing Emilia on The Graham Norton 
Show with her agreeing that her character 
in Me before you is more like herself in 
real life, I can confirm this is true. 

It is the feature film debut of director 
Thea Sharrack, who is the youngest artistic 
director in British theatre, and known for 
the likes of Arabian Nights and The 
Misanthrope. 

The film is a rollercoaster of emotions 
that is draining - though leaves you with a 
feeling of warmth and what I can only 
describe as an understanding of a taboo 
subject. 

It has a fantastic cast that includes 
Charles Dance and Joanna Lumley. The 
story is based around Louisa ‘Lou’ Clarke 
who comes from a middle class family 
who unfortunately loses her job. She takes 
on the job of carer for Will Traynor (Sam 
Claflin) a disabled man who was involved 
in a motorbike accident two years 
previously which resulted in him 
becoming quadriplegic. 

The film starts with how Will’s accident 
happened. 

When meeting the character Lou you 
instantly like her, she’s quirky, witty and 
with a dress sense that could out-do 
Paloma Laith. Her facial expressions and 
smile can melt hearts, though I did feel her 
eyebrows sometimes had a life of their 
own which is what helps bring out the 
comedic side of her. 


Along with meeting Lou we get to 
meet her loving family whichs consists 
of dad Bernard (Brendan Coyle), mum 
Josie (Samantha Spiro), sister Katrina 
(Jenna Coleman) and nephew Thomas 
(Henri Charles). 

Bernard is unemployed, and Lou 
being the bread winner, who has lost 
her job at a cafe after six years, has to 
take on the job of carer. 

Later on, when Lou arrives at a very 
grand castle on the other side of town, 
we meet Camilla Traynor (Janet 
McTeer) Will’s very upper class 
mother, who initially comes across as 
cold but in reality is just a mother 
looking out for her child. 

We also meet Will’s father Stephen 
(Charles Dance) who is instantly a lot 
warmer. There appears to be some 
frostiness between Camilla and Stephen - 
but as the story develops we see that this 
is not the case. 

Lou gets the job with immediate effect 
so we get to meet Will who has had old 
stables specially adapted into an annex for 
him. 

Nathan (Stephen Peacocke) plays Will’s 
physical and medical nurse. 

Unkempt and scruffy looking, Will has 
an instant line in sarcasm and rudeness, 
and though you’re tempted to dislike him, 
you can’t because you have an 
understanding of why he is like that given 
his circumstances. 

Moving on we see Lou arriving day in 
and day out from 8am to 5pm trying her 
best to cheer Will up. It is to no avail and 
she endures a consistent cold shoulder 
until one day she retaliates. It’s a pivotal 
moment and where we see a change in 
their dynamic, and the moment we begin 
to see Will’s guard come down. 

Before this there are some very funny 


moments in the film, and afterwards a lot 
more. The bond between them starts to 
grow. 

Then Lou overhears Camilla and 
Stephen talking and discovers a secret... 

After this she has a long hard think and 
decides to up the game by cheering Will 
up with Camilla and Stephen’s blessing. 

What follows becomes a rollercoaster 
with laugh out loud moments and tears. 

The film also has some sub-plots which 
add to its joyous nature. 

VERDICT: A thoroughly, heart¬ 
warming, laugh out loud, cry out loud, 
romantic, comedy drama. I really enjoyed 
this story and watching the lives of two 
young people from completely different 
backgrounds grow and bond, even if it is 
over a short period of time. Definitely 
highly recommended and to the men out 
there, it’s not just a chick-flick.

28 members, of being allowed to protect Gibraltar or the 
Falklands.The UK at present has a seat on the UN Security

CityJet is based in 
Dublin and made 
headlines last year when 
it announced the airline 
would buy a fleet of 
Sukhois when most of 
the world’s airlines have 
ordered Boeings, Airbus, 
Bombardier and 
Embraer passenger jets. 

The prototype first 
flew in May 2008 and 
Sukhoi has accumulated 
over 300 orders for the 
type. 

The French company 
Snecma is a risk share 
partner on the project 
and Alenia Aeronautica 
in Italy a strategic 
partner. 

The aircraft can carry 
around 100 passengers 
in a 2x2 configuration 
and is built in Russia by 
Suhkoi at their 


Komsomolsk-on-Amur 
factory in the Voronzeh 
region of the country. 

Two joint-venture, 
Russian-built Power 
JetSaM146 engines 
power the aircraft and it 
received European 
(EASA) certification in 
February 2012. 

This particular aircraft 
was delivered from 
Venice to Dublin on 
June 2, and in the 
following days carried 
out ‘route proving’ and 
‘service entry’ flights 
using Prestwick on 
several occasions. 


During the following 
days, its first 
commercial flight was to 
carry the Irish football 
team and supporters to 
Paris, for their first 
match of the tournament 
against Sweden at the 
State de France. 

CityJet’s second Su- 
100-95 is scheduled for 
delivery later in June 
with another two aircraft 
due to be delivered later 
this year, part of the 
airline’s order for 15 of 
the type to replace its 
now-aging 
Bael46s/AvroRJ85s. 


Sail day raises funds for the RNLI 


A TOTAL of 28 yachts, with 250 
people aboard, helped raise 
£24,000 for the RNLI by taking 
part in Cardiff Sail Day earlier 
this month. 

The lifesaving charity is already 
calling on people to register their 
interest in taking part in next year’s 
race. The event depends on local 
yacht owners donating their time 
and the use of their vessels to 
enable corporate sponsors to sail on 
their vessels. 

After mustering in Cardiff Bay, 
the race started at Penarth Pier and 
the course plotted a route across the 
Bristol Channel towards Weston- 


super-Mare, next heading for 
Bristol, across to Newport, before 
returning to Penarth Pier. This 
year’s participants had a closer 
look at RNLI lifeboats from Barry 
Dock and Penarth. 

The winning boat was Turkana 
owned by Tony Rayer and 
sponsored by Simon Clarke of 
Retrofit/Techni3, who won the 
trophy originally donated by WT 
Davies some 25 years ago, and 
whose widow, Joan Davies, 
presented it to the winners. A close 
second was Forward Thinking 
owned by Steve Nicholls, 
sponsored by Alison Hoy of Berry 


Smith. After the sail, participants 
were invited to the dock in Cardiff 
Bay for a buffet, raffle prizes and a 
celebration. 

Cardiff RNLI chairman Colin 
Lyons said: “Every year this event 
goes from strength to strength with 
more and more yachts and 
corporate sponsors offering their 
support. The aim is simple: to 
make as much as we can for the 
RNLI, one of the best charities in 
the world.

WELSH - BUT WITH 
ENGLISH FORBEARS! 


THE ROYAL Welsh 
Regiment would not be 
expected to have its origins 
in army formations raised 
in Shropshire and Kent in 
1689, during the reign of 
William and Mary, but 
Cowbridge U3A discovered 
the connections at their 
June monthly meeting. 

The guest speaker was Richard 
Davies, curator of the Regimental 
Museum of the Royal Welsh in 
Brecon. His illustrated talk began 
with a potted history showing 
how the regiments, raised by 
Lord Herbert in Ludlow and Sir 
Edward Dering in southern 
England became the 23rd (Welsh 
Regiment of Fusiliers) and 24th 
Regiments of Foot (eventually to 
be the South Wales Borderers). 

Other components in the 
regimental timeline were the 41st 
(Invalids) and 69th (South 
Lincolnshire) and these would 
merge in 1881 to create the Welch 
Regiment (yes, spelt with a ‘c). 

Further amalgamations of 
units, as the number of 
infantrymen in the British Army 
has reduced considerably, would 
result in the formation of the 
Royal Welsh in 2006. Battle 
honours have been gained for 
actions such as Blenheim, the 
American War of Independence, 
Waterloo, the Crimean War and 
the Indian Mutiny. 

However, thanks to the 1964 
Stanley Baker-produced film 
Zulu, probably the best-known 
battle involving the 24th is the 
defence of Rorke’s Drift in 1879, 
a small mission station - about 
the size of four tennis courts - 
used as a supply depot and 
hospital by the military during the 
invasion of Zululand. 


After the British commander, 
Lord Chelmsford, had split his 
force to lead a reconnaissance the 
whole Zulu army had attacked his 
unfortified camp at Isandlwana (a 
mountain resembling the ‘Sphinx’ 
cap badge worn by the 24th) and 
wiped out a substantial British 
contingent, including most of the 
1st Battalion, 24th Foot. 

More than 4,000 Zulu warriors 
who had not been involved in this 
fighting attacked the small 
garrison, composed mainly of B 
Company, 2nd Battalion, 24th 
Foot, about 150 men at Rorke’s 
Drift. The mission station, under 
the command of Lieutenants 
Chard and Bromhead, had been 
hastily prepared for defence with 
barricades of biscuit boxes and 
mealie bags. 

Mr Davies told the audience 
that the film’s aim was primarily 
entertainment, not a historical 
documentary. Experts have 
identified 144 inaccuracies, one 
them being to depict the 
regiment’s personnel as being 
mainly Welsh. 

In fact, the 24th was named the 
2nd Warwickshires in 1879 and 
most of the defenders of Rorke’s 
Drift were English or Irish, 
outnumbering the Welsh by about 
two to one in B Coy. The real 
story, without the Hollywood 
embellishments, is no less heroic. 

Private Henry Hook, from 
Gloucestershire, is shown in Zulu 
to be an alcoholic malingerer, 
whereas he was teetotal and of 
exemplary character. 

He was defending the hospital 
with Private John Fielding (who 
had enlisted under the name John 
Williams), born in Abergavenny, 
when the building’s roof was set 
alight. There was no internal 
corridor and all doors opened 


only onto a verandah, where the 
Zulus were massed. The two 
soldiers had to dig through the 
mud walls of rooms, dragging 
patients through the holes while 
keeping the enemy at bay and 
hand-to-hand fighting took place 
in the confined spaces as Zulus 
gained entry into the rooms. 

Eventually, after joining forces 
with Privates Robert Jones and 
William Jones, Hook and Fielding 
managed to shepherd a number of 
patients to safety. All four men 
would receive the Victoria Cross, 
among the 11 of these medals 
awarded for gallantry during the 
action; in total, seven VCs went 
to members of the 24th. 

A letter, hastily scribbled on a 
chit for mealie bags from 
Assistant Commissary Officer 
Walter Dunne to his friend 
Captain Warneford at Cape 
Colony, is believed to be the first 
written account of the defence of 
Rorke’s Drift. 

It was purchased for £15,000 at 
auction by the museum a couple 
of years ago and is now on 
display in Brecon, as are many 
other items, not just from the 
Zulu War, but from 300 years of 
global travel by the antecedent 
units of the Royal Welsh. 

The audience was even told 
why the British Army had 
adopted red coats as their 
uniform. The answer was simple: 
the government procured red dye 
as it was the cheapest available at 
the time. 

Next meeting: a talk entitled: 
‘The Air Ambulance’, by Catrin 
Hall, at 2pm on Wednesday, July 
13 in Cowbridge Town Hall. 
Visitors welcome (there is a small 
fee, which includes refreshments).

Ms Hutt was in Barry 
for the opening 
ceremony for Masons 
Self Storage Centre - the 
first such unit in south 
Wales to offer 24/7 
access to units, 365 days 
a year - and she cut the 
ribbon alongside Gordon 
Mason, one of the 
group’s senior directors. 

Jane Hutt said: “It was 
a great honour to 
formally open the 
Masons newly-expanded 
24/7 self storage facility 
in The Vale and to 
congratulate this 

pioneering family 

business, which 

celebrates 25 years of 
self storage - alongside 
their longstanding 
removals business, built 
up by the Masons’ 
grandfather. 

“It was also great to 
visit the Sensory Bus, 
which makes such a 
difference to so many 
peoples’ lives and is 
supported by the 
Mason’s Group of 
businesses.” 

The demand for self 
storage has grown 
rapidly in recent years, 
and Masons has made 
sure that they have 
expanded to meet that 
demand. 

However, 25 years ago 
it needed a company with 
the vision to spot that 
trend, and Masons were 
able to take advantage of 
the directors’ foresight. 

This latest expansion 
has taken the number of 
storage rooms available 
from 80 to 250, and 
already a high percentage 
are booked up. 

The GEM asked 
Gordon and his brother 
Richard Mason what 
they felt was behind the 
growth in self storage. 


Gordon said that the 
biggest factor was the 
increased mobility that 
people needed now in 
their working lives, 
leading to people putting 
a number of possessions 
in storage until they were 
settled. 

However, for some 
people, the motivation 
for using storage 
facilities is different. 

Richard said: “We 
have had people who 
have kept the same 
storage unit for 20 years. 

“It becomes part of 
their lives, and they keep 
the things they can’t bear 
to finally part with.” 

Gordon added that 
there were a number of 
other reasons people 
booked space. He said: 
“A number of businesses 
have done their sums and 
realised that it can be 
cheaper to use us than 
pay rates on buildings 
and rooms. 

“For instance, we have 
legal firms who store 
documents, and shops 
that keep surplus stock 
here.” 

The company did a 
great deal of market 
research, and has added 
some important extras. 
Storage pods and a trailer 
pick up service are now 
available for all 
customers, with no need 
to hire a van. 

Masons also identified 
a lack of easily 
accessible, good quality 
packaging supplies in the 
Vale, and so have created 
a shop to sell everything 
necessary for packing up 
a home or business - and 
they are working towards 
launching the online 
shop later in the year. 

Also present at the 
opening ceremony was 
the Positive Interactions 
‘Sensory Bus’ - a 
charitable project that is 
supported by Masons. 

Gordon Mason said: 
“When we met Paul and

The doctor who protected 
Barry from bubonic plague 


LAURIE OWEN, a long-time resident 
of Barry, tells the story of the town’s 
first GP - a man who battled to bring 
safety and sanitation to a rapidly 
growing community. 

N 1884, the small village of Barry 
would become a bustling town, with 
the arrival of thousands of navvies and 
tradesmen of all kinds, intent on building 
the Docks. 

George Neale (1852-1917) was born in 
Mountsorrel, Leicestershire, and became the first 
General Practitioner in Barry. His father, Henry, 
was a manufacturing hosier, but very little is known 
about his childhood or his family. 

Indeed, the first mention of George was in Porth 
at the Tynewydd Colliery disaster of 1877. He was 
studying medicine at London Hospital and it was 
necessary for students to serve their final five years 
as an ‘apprentice’, so it seems likely that his time 
was under Dr Henry Naunton Davies JP, LRCP 
(Lond), LSA and the colliery surgeon at the time. 

In April 1877, four men and a boy were trapped 
for 10 days underground, and 10 doctors assisted 
the rescue party, with no small risk to their own 
safety. 

George was one of those men and he was 
subsequently awarded a bronze medal for his 
contribution. 

Five years later, he qualified LRCP (Edin) and 
LRCS (Edin) and by 1884, in the knowledge that 
the Docks in Barry were to be built, this young 
physician/surgeon realised that his skills would 
surely be needed. 

Just two years later, he married Sarah Matthews, 
the daughter of a local farmer. 

He was the first GP in Barry, with his surgery in 
Porthkerry Road in 1885, and the 1891 census 
showed his address as ‘Mountsorrel’. 

Living with him were Margaret Ockwell, a 
servant, and Charles Hockley, a groom/domestic, 
but his wife Sarah was possibly a visitor with 
Rebecca Mackell in Bedwellty. It is likely that he 
built this large house and named it after his place of 
birth and it was well-known by my generation, as 
we grew up in the 1940s and beyond. 

Dr Neale would surely have been overwhelmed 
by the sheer numbers of people and the chaos in 
which they were living. The new arrivals naturally 
brought with them not only the health problems of 
the time but also the many accidents, caused by the 
building of the Docks and the hundreds of homes 
springing up all over town. 

In 1888, the Local Government Board appointed 
Dr George Neale the first Medical Officer of Health 
(MOH), with a salary of £25 pa and a further £30 
pa as Port Medical Officer. He would hold these 
positions for the next 26 years before retiring in 
1915. 

Dr David Williams of Park Road kindly gave me 
access to a comprehensive account, which his 
father, Dr J H Williams, had painstakingly 
researched, of the work carried out by Dr George 
Neale over the 30-year period he spent with us. 

From his first report as MOH in 1889, Dr Neale 
expressed concern at the poor living conditions and 
the ignorance of the poorer inhabitants, and with a 
population already of 10,000, he urged the 


completion of a proper sewerage scheme and 
adequate water supply. 

This same year the ‘Notification of Infectious 
Diseases Act’ came into force and a quarantine 
station for ships with disease on board was chosen, 
between the East Breakwater and Sully Island. 

He also circulated instructions to every house 
about the precautions needed and the management 
and isolation of infected patients. Scarlet fever, 
measles and diarrhoea were prevalent and with an 
average of seven people per house, control was 
difficult. 

After much urging, in 1891, the Doctor was able 
to erect a temporary wooden Infectious Diseases 
Hospital ‘on shore adjacent to the eastern Docks’ at 
a cost of £161.6 shillings, which could 
accommodate 10 sailors in three wards. 

In 1897, when bubonic plague from Bombay was 
reported, Dr Neale visited the ships in quarantine 
on a daily basis until they were infection free. It 
should be remembered that the many different 
diseases which sailors from all over the world 
brought with them, were hazardous and challenging 
for doctors and nurses alike. 

After many stressful times, progress was being 
made, albeit slowly, when in 1894, permission was 
given to borrow over £6,000 to build an Infectious 
Diseases Hospital on Colcot Road. Frustratingly, it 
did not open until 1902, when it was restricted to 
smallpox and typhoid fever in seamen only. 

Even after the opening of the Smallpox Hospital 
on Weycock Road in 1906, it was another six years 
before patients from town were admitted. 

In a further attempt at isolation, in 1896, the 
Marquis of Bute leased some land on Flat Holm to 
Cardiff Corporation for £50 pa, to build a Cholera 
Hospital and it was the only Victorian sanatorium 
on a British offshore island. It was closed in 1935 
and left to decay, but thankfully the island has been 
restored and is now a local nature reserve. 

In 1897, Guglielmo Marconi transmitted the first 
wireless signals over open sea, from Flat Holm to 
Lavemock, just four miles away. 

While all this was going on, there was personal 
tragedy for Dr Neale, when his wife Sarah died at 
Mountsorrel in 1898. 

His report in 1906 contained the chilling fact that 
infant death rate was as high as it had been 70 
years ago and he suggested that girls should be 
taught ‘domestic economy’, which would finally be 
adopted seven years later, with ‘housewifery’ 
centres in Hannah Street and Gladstone Road 
schools. 

As evidence of need, when local residents could 
finally be treated, records show that in 1913, there 
were 135 admissions to the hospital on Colcot 
Road and 268 the following year. Now aged 62 and 
after many years of devotion to his patients, with 
particular emphasis on the young, Dr Neale 
decided to resign as MOH and become the 
Superintendent of this hospital, before taking well- 
earned retirement the following year. 

My own family would certainly have been 
treated by the doctor or one of his colleagues, but 
those of us who came after have also benefitted 
from the practices set in place by this early pioneer. 

The doctor also had an eye for business affairs, 
when in 1889, a group of local men set up the 
‘Barry Dock Permanent Building Society’ and he 
was elected its chairman. Other directors were 


prominent men such as PJ O’Donnell, the 
physician/Ssurgeon and JP, John C Meggitt, timber 
merchant, and JC Pardoe, the council surveyor. 

Much as today, there was a shortage of housing 
leading to rents being very high, so the aim was to 
encourage men who were working to take on a 
mortgage and buy their own homes. 

The following year, he was a director of the 
‘Barry Castle Building Company’, which in its first 
year would build 43 houses, shops and villas, 
including around the Park Crescent area. Indeed, 
they were pleased to announce that they could pay 
a 4 per cent dividend after just one year of trading. 

Dr Neale was already a Mason when in 1893, he 
was sworn in as a JP. 

An interesting story in the Barry Dock News of 
1896 told of a group of ‘capitalists’ buying the 
‘Barry Dock and District Steam Laundry’, with the 
intention of running it in Barry and not in Cardiff. 
They felt that with new machinery, their expertise 
and many contacts, they could increase 
employment in the town. 

Dr Neale was a director, along with others 
including James Howell and W Morgan of The 
Hayes. Many of these early figures would later be 
recognised for their contributions to the growth of 
Barry by having local streets named after them. 

Sadly, just two years after retiring, Dr Neale died 
at his home, Mountsorrel, on September 5, 1917 
and was buried in Porthkerry Churchyard alongside 
his wife Sarah who had died 19 years earlier. 

He could not know that in the 1950s, Glamorgan 
County Council would honour both himself and his 
colleague, Dr Kent, by naming the former 
Infectious Diseases Hospital, the ‘Neale and Kent’. 

As befits a man of such stature, his story does 
not end with his death. In his will he left some 
family bequests and also to Porthkerry and 
Penmark Churches, but the residue of his estate was 
to be used to establish a Trust, with the proceeds to 
help the children of Barry. 

The annual income was to “improve the physical 
conditions of such children (for example the 
provision of suitable clothes, boots and food or 
physical exercises) so that the children may grow 
up strong and healthy men and women”. 

Dr Kent was one of the trustees and they 
reported that in 1921,782 pairs of clogs and 226 
pairs of stockings were provided, with 193 meals 
and the following year 925 clogs and 603 
stockings. 

Until the arrival of the NHS in 1948, fees for 
children’s treatment at the Prince of Wales Hospital 
were often paid for by the Trust, with ‘maintenance 
fees’ for children varying from £1.15 shillings to 
£2.2s per week. 

Over the following years, children’s needs 
changed and some funds were switched to 
educational projects and youth organisations. In 
1970, the Trust held a meeting with several local 
welfare heads and after much discussion, it was 
decided that the supply of footwear should still be 
continued and focus should also be given to single¬ 
parent families with three or four young children. 

Although childless, this man could not have been 
more caring for all the poor and ailing children of 
Barry and he set a standard for all doctors to 
follow.

‘EU countries in it for 
what they can take out’ 


W E have heard many 
misleading comments 
and statements by 
both ‘Remain’ and ‘Brexit’, 
but more misleading by the 
Remain. 

In 1973 when we became the 
eighth member, the EU accounted for 
31 per cent of world economic 
output. Today the figure is just 17 
per cent. 

It underlines the shrinking role of 
the EU in the world economy and 
why so many immigrants are coming 
to the UK to work, and for our better 
conditions, and again why so many 
from outside the EU come here. 

Many countries in the EU are 
members, not ‘for what they can do 
to improve and strengthen the EU 
economically’, but ‘what they can 
take out financially and other means.’

UK and Germany put in. 

France continues to issue threats 
against us if we leave. Look deeper 
and ask yourselves why this is. 

While everyone likes the Pound to 
be strong against other currencies, it 
means we cannot compete fairly with 
many countries, because of EU laws 
in the areas of rules for business and 
employment.

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‘Hell cannot be 
much worse’ 

The Welsh at Mametz Wood 


THE attack of the 
38th (Welsh) 
Division on the 
German positions in 
Mametz Wood in 
July 1916, the 
second week of the 
Battle of the 
Somme, would cost 
it some 4,000 
casualties. It also 
led to an attack on 
the honour of the 
division. 

July this year sees the 
centenary of this famous 
Welsh battle. A special 
service of 

commemoration will be 
held on the ground that 
was fought over from 
July 7 to 11, 1916 and 
pupils and staff from St 
Cyres School in Penarth 
have been invited to take 
part in the day’s events 
by the Welsh 
Government. 

The headteacher of St 
Cyres School, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks, has 
written extensively on 
the battle. Here he 
recounts the story of 
those dark days: 

The 38th (Welsh) 
Division was formed in 
December 1914 under 
the leadership of Major- 
General Ivor Philipps. 
New battalions of the 
Welsh Regiment, the 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
and the South Wales 
Borderers were recruited 
from the cities of Cardiff 
and Swansea, from the 
Rhondda, Caernarvon, 
Anglesey, 

Carmarthenshire and 
Gwent, as well as from 
London and north Wales. 

These battalions 
eventually departed for 
France during the first 
week of December 1915. 
It was the start of active 
service that was to see 
the Division involved in 
some of the fiercest 
fighting on the Western 
Front. 

Following the early 
fighting on the Somme, 
the British Army had 
pressed the German 
army back beyond the 
village of Mametz, and 
were facing them across 
the shallow valley to the 
south of Mametz Wood. 

Mametz Wood was, 
and still is, the largest 
wood on the Somme, 
covering an area of over 
200 acres. 

The Germans were 
able to bring flanking 
fire to bear on any 
approach to the wood 
from Flatiron and Sabot 
Copses to the east. 
Further, the German 
second line was 300 
yards beyond the 
northern edge of the 
wood and hence it could 
be reinforced easily. 
Among the German units 
facing the Welshmen was 
the Lehr Regiment of the 
Prussian Guard. 

The attack was 


planned for 8.30am on 
the morning of July 7 
and, even though the 
planned smokescreen did 
not appear, the 11th 
SWB and 16th Welsh 
rose to their task as soon 
as the artillery stopped 
and immediately came 
under fire from the 
German machine guns. 
Casualties mounted and 
the attack petered out 
some 250 yards short of 
the wood. 

The attack had cost 
400 casualties and 
Philipps was removed, 
command of the division 
passing to Major-General 
Watts who immediately 
set about organising 
another attack. 

At 3.30am on July 10 
the artillery barrage 
opened up and a little 
after 4am the attack 
began. The 16th RWF 
lost a measure of the 
cover offered by the 
artillery fire and 
subsequently the 
battalion lost heavily in 
the advance to the wood. 

On the right, the 13th 
Welsh also came under 
fire from the German 
machine guns. They 
suffered heavy casualties 
and were beaten back on 
two occasions but finally 
they managed to get a 
foothold in the wood. 

The 14th Welsh 
reached the wood more 
or less as the artillery 
barrage was lifting from 
the edge. On the left the 
14th RWF attacked close 
behind the 16th RWF, 
and Brigadier Price- 
Davies committed the 
15th and 13th RWF to 
the attack almost 
immediately. 

On the right the 10th 
Welsh were added to the 
attack, making a total of 
seven out of eight 
battalions of the two 
brigades engaged in 
action. 

The attack was a 
success with all the 
objectives being taken 
ahead of schedule, but it 
had not been without 
cost. In the seven 
battalions that went into 
battle five of the 
commanding officers had 
been killed or seriously 
wounded. Added to this 
was the loss of many of 
the junior officers, which 
resulted in the control of 
the thousands of men in 
the wood becoming 
increasingly difficult. 

German 

reinforcements flooded 
in and this created havoc 
for a while among the 
attacking Welshmen, but 
by about 2.40pm the 
10th SWB were able to 
get patrols out to the 
northern edge. 

By 6.30pm that day 
the bulk of the wood was 
in the Welshmen’s hands. 
The day’s fighting ended 
there but it left the men 
tired and jumpy, and 
throughout the night

there was much wild 
firing. 

An attack was planned 
for 3pm on July 11, with 
the 16th Welsh, 17th 
RWF and 11th SWB 
taking the lead. At 
2.45pm an artillery 
barrage was opened up 
but fell short and landed 
among the Welsh troops. 

The 11th SWB 
reached the north-east 
comer of the wood by 
5,40pm and there was 
fierce fighting 
throughout the rest of the 
day. The German 
reaction was to realise 
that to continue to 
defend the wood was 
fruitless, and orders were 
issued for their 
withdrawal. As dawn 
broke on July 12 the 
tired troops of the 38th 
(Welsh) Division were 
relieved. 

The fighting for 
Mametz Wood was over. 
It had cost 4,000 
casualties - about a third 
of the infantry strength, 
but the Division was to 
get little credit for the 
work. Another year was 
to pass before they were 
given the opportunity to 
show their worth, and at 
Pilckem Ridge, near 
Ypres, their honour was 
restored, but not before 
many more men had 
died. 

The survivors left 
behind a number of 
moving accounts of their 
experiences over those 
days. 

Emlyn Davies of 17th 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
described what he saw 
when he entered Mametz 
Wood. “Gory scenes 
met our gaze. Mangled 
corpses in khaki and 
field-grey; dismembered 
bodies, severed heads 
and limbs; lumps of torn 
flesh half way up tree 
trunks; a Welsh Fusilier 
reclining on a mound, a 
red trickle oozing from 
his bayonetted throat; a 
South Wales Borderer 
and a German locked in 
their deadliest embraces 
- they had 
simultaneously 
bayonetted each other. 

A German gunner with 
jaws blown off lay 
against his machine gun, 
hand still on its trigger.’ 

An unknown officer 
described the last 
moments of 2nd Lt Alan 


Sheriff Roberts, aged 20, 
from Chester. “We 
found under trees and 
bushes many a boy who 
had lost all hope of being 
found, and who had 
settled down in that 
desolate spot to die. 

“In one comer, at the 
foot of a tree, we found 
Roberts. From his 
wounds I could see at 
once that we could do 
nothing for him. I got 
down, undid his collar, 
took off his cap and put 
my hand on his clear 
forehead. Feeling a 
touch, he opened his 
eyes, and recognising me 
smiled faintly, and 
murmured in a gentle 
voice, “Captain.” In a 
hopeless way I tried to 
do something for him, 
but he wanted nothing. 
He was in terrific pain 
but he looked so 
mysteriously calm. The 
precious breath was 
getting fainter and fainter 
whilst his face became 
brighter and brighter, 
developing at the last a 
clearness that was well- 
nigh unearthly.” 

Signaller W Harold 
Bampfield of the 16 th 
Welsh recalled: “While 
we were in the wood one 
German came out of the 
bmshwood. I couldn’t 
understand why he didn’t 
shoot me. He put up his 
hands and said, ‘Don’t 
shoot, Taff.’ I said to 
him, ‘You speak 
English.’ He said, ‘And 
Welsh.’ He asked me 
what part of Wales I was 
from. I told him from 
the Rhymney Valley, 
working underground in 
Bargoed. He said, ‘You 
must have seen me. I 
was working on top of 
the gantry, shoving the 
trams. They used to call 
me ‘Long Tom’. Just 
before the war broke out 
they recalled me to 
Germany to fight for the 
Fatherland.’ I handed 
him over where there 
were some more 
prisoners gathered in the 
wood. I often wonder 
did he get back to 
Germany because they 
were shelling pretty 
heavy.” 

As the 

commemorations of the 
centenary of the battle 
this year will embrace 
the theme of 
reconciliation, it is as 
well to recall the 
suffering experienced by 
the German soldiers. 

Gefreiter Erich Bemdt 
of the the Lehr Infantry 
Regiment wrote: “During 
the night the shelling in 
the wood increased 
dramatically, destroying 
a dugout to our right. In 
addition to other 
comrades, my good 
friend Garde-Fusilier 
Friedrich Bierkamp met 
his end there. 
Offizierstellvertreter 
Jablonsky was buried for 
a short time. Extricated 


whole in body but 
disturbed in spirit, he 
was killed several days 
later. 

“Next to hunger, thirst 
tormented us the most. 
There was no drinking 
water in Mametz Wood. 
In desperation, most 
resorted to scooping 
what lay in the bottom of 
craters. In order to filter 
out the worst of the dirt 
and filth we used our 
handkerchiefs. I was so 
tired I fell asleep 
standing against a tree.” 

Harry Fellows was a 
lance corporal with the 
12th Northumberland 
Fusiliers. He was one of 
a number of men 
charged with burying the 
dead inside Mametz 
Wood. The stench of the 
dead bodies was 
unbearable and took 
months to clear from his 
nostrils. Where a body 
had been blown apart by 
shellfire, the parts were 
placed in a grave using a 
shovel. It was reckoned 
that over 1,000 men 
were buried in this way 
on one day alone. 

Harry Fellows never 
forgot this terrible 
experience and though 
he survived the war, 
when he died in 1987 it 
was his wish that his 
ashes be buried in 
Mametz Wood. On his 
headstone are inscribed 
the words: ‘Where once 
there was war now peace 
reigns supreme and birds 
sing again in Mametz .’ 

In 1930, 14 years after 
the battle, Mrs Helen 
Wheadon of Arabella 
Street in Cardiff was 
notified that her son’s 
remains had been found 
and identified inside 
Mametz Wood. Private 
John Bryant Collins of 
the 15th Welsh had been 
reported missing on July 
11. He was buried in 
Serre Road Cemetery 
and his mother at last 
knew exactly where her 
son lay. 

As the years pass, 
perhaps more men will 
come in from the cold as 
we continue to hear the 
voices from Mametz 
Wood.

Conservative MP 
launches a survey 
over Island service 



VALE MPAlun Cairns, Welsh 
Secretary of State, has 
launched a survey of Barry 
Island rail passengers in 
response to continued 
terminations of the service 
from the Barry station to the 
Island. 

He joined Andy Green of the Barry 
Ideas Bank, and Jill and Neil 
Woodward of the Island’s residents’ 
association to start the process of 
surveying rail users recently. 

The survey is designed to measure 
the impact of the problem. Results so 
far show a deep frustration with 
frequent cancellations, a problem 
mentioned by every respondent. 

Completed surveys also describe 
how rail service terminations at Barry 
station are causing Island residents to 
be late for work, incur taxi fares and 
miss appointments. 

In the past year, 437 trains to Barry 
Island have terminated at Barry station 
or Cardiff Central station. This 
averages at eight times per week across 
the year. 

The cancellations are primarily a 


result of decisions made by the rail 
operators, Arriva Trains Wales, and 
Network Rail to terminate and re-start 
the service at Barry to make up lost 
time and reduce delays along the line. 

Arriva Trains Wales have explained 
to Alun Cairns that “decisions for 
terminating (Barry Island) services are 
initiated by our control to recover the 
service and restore the advertised 
timetable.” 

The Vale MP however, worries 
about the impact of this policy on 
Island residents. 

He said: “I have launched this 
survey so that the impact of the 
decisions to terminate Barry Island 
services at Barry station is appreciated. 

“Many residents have told me how 
they have had to shell out for taxis or 
walk the causeway, often late at night 
and in wintry conditions. Many more 
have described how they have been 
late for work or missed appointments 
as a result. 

“I will be taking this matter up with 
Arriva and using the findings of my 
survey to illustrate the case for 
terminating fewer trains to the Island. 
In the meantime, I encourage everyone 
affected by delays and cancellations to 
seek the available refunds and

There is also one of Cowbridge’s John Llewellyn 
winning on Peter Bowen’s Gold Shot at 
Pembrokeshire in 1991. 

It is interesting to read the early reproduced press 
cuttings, but I was disappointed that none of my 
own from the Western Telegraph of the last 20 years 
or so was not used. 

The book is dedicated to Colwyn Hooper, the 15- 
year-old rider who was killed when thrown from his 
horse at the Pembrokeshire Point-To-Point in 1952.

New-look All Blacks find Gatland’s braves are no push-over 

Wales’ tourists magnificent in defeat

A S the TV cameras cut to the All 
Blacks’ dressing room at half 
time in the first test against 
Wales at Eden Park, Auckland, head 
coach Steve Hansen could be glimpsed 
laying down the law to the world 
champions, who had been shocked by a 
blistering 40-minute display by the 
fired-up tourists in red, and were 
trailing 15-18 at the change-over. 

In the melting pot was a record first Welsh 
victory in New Zealand and the ending of a 
dismal run of 26 defeats since 1963. Incredibly, 
the young Queen Elizabeth was just ascending 
her throne in 1953 when the Dragon last singed 
the Kiwi’s feathers - that peerless ‘prince of 


centres’ Bleddyn Williams leading Wales to a 
famous 13-8 victory at the old National 
Stadium - and doubling the feat with his 
Cardiff club. 

To put it all in overall context, the 30-match 
playing history between the two nations 
stretching way back to the first one 
contentiously edged by Wales in 1905, had 
read: New Zealand 27 - Wales 3: Total points 
scored, New Zealand 916 - Wales 202 

Whatever the blunt-speaking Hansen said at 
half time had the desired effect, but it would 
take his newly-re-built side right up to the final 
quarter of a breathless, non-stop encounter to 
wrest the lead and overcome heroic Welsh 
resistance; though the final score - 37-21 - did 
scant justice to a spirited effort that for over an 
hour had dangled the heady prospect of a 
shock result that would have reverberated 
around the rugby world. 

As Wales’ head coach, Warren Gatland, said 
proudly afterwards: “We were brilliant for 60 
minutes”, though he candidly admitted “the 
players were blowing a bit” in the final stages 


against relentless opponents who were “used to 
playing at a much higher level” 

Pre-match talk among pundits and social 
media had been of All Blacks in transition, 
following the retirement of several world 
renowned names, but it was surely fanciful to 
suggest New Zealand were “vulnerable”? 

As Hansen himself pointed out, the new line¬ 
up were experienced players in their own right 
and fully in tune with the All Black ethos, 
despite the six changes made - a view 
seemingly vindicated when his team almost 
immediately went into the lead from the 
opening whistle, after the tourists were 
penalised. 

Minutes later, however, Wales displayed a 
spirit of adventure that has been absent for far 
too long and launched a swift-moving handling 
attack that saw outstanding No 8, Taulupe 
Faletau, round it off in the corner for a try, 
converted by outside half Dan Biggar, who also 
landed two penalties as the All Blacks were 
forced into uncharacteristic handling errors 
and infringements 


However, they had hit back with two first half 
tries, one unconverted, to make the score 15-11, 
only for scrum-half Rhys Webb to complete a 
scintillating first half for Wales with a typical 
touchdown, easily converted by Biggar, to 
restore his side’s lead to 18-15. 
at the interval. 

Six minutes after the interval, Webb made a 
try-saving tackle but the All Blacks drew level 
(18-18) with a penalty smack in front of the 
posts, and despite another successful penalty 
by Biggar, the hosts turned the screw as the 
game entered the final quarter, running in 
three tries (the last, heartbreakingly, with 82 
minutes on the clock). Earlier both sides had 
had a try disallowed by the English referee 
Wayne Barnes. 

The result was a flattering but in the end 
deserved 39-21 win for the world champs, who, 
nevertheless, knew they had been given a tough 
test by a Wales team aiming to bury memories 
of the Twickenham collapse, and it sets the 
scene for another exciting second test in 
Wellington on Saturday 


Robson Kanu sends Wales into dreamland 
and next up are the English in Lens!

T HE first game of any tournament is 
a tricky one - you want to set out 
your stall, show what you’re 
capable of and make a winning start, but 
are more than aware that to start the 
tournament with a defeat can put you on 
the back foot. 

With Wales, add in the pressure of a nation 
priming itself to make up for 58 years of defeat and 
disaster - not that this squad would allow themselves 
to be distracted by the emotion of the occasion, as 
they have shown in the last 12 months - and the 
game against Slovakia in Bordeaux on Saturday took 
on even greater significance than usual. 

With a stadium seemingly spilling over with 
Welsh fans, red overpowering the white of Slovakia, 
Chris Coleman’s men took to the field knowing that 
having already achieved the goal of qualifying for a 
major tournament, the next step was to show that 
they belong on the European stage. 

In a game that ebbed and flowed throughout, it 
seemed that the large Welsh contingent in the Stade 
de Bordeaux (and the thousands watching in fan 
zones both in Bordeaux and Cardiff) were going to 
have to settle for a draw, Gareth Bale’s wonderful 
free kick being cancelled out by Ondrej Duda’s 
effort - but cometh the hour, cometh the man. 

Hal Robson Kanu, who proved throughout 
qualifying he was pivotal to Wales’ attacking game 
with his ability to create space for the likes of Bale 
and Ramsey, ran on to a pass by the latter and his 
scuffed finish rolled into the comer of the net, 
sending the fans wild and creating another slice of 
history for this group of players, the first British 
team in the history of the tournament to win their 
opening game. 

The result became even more important later that 
evening as England were stunned by a late equaliser 
in their game with Russia, leaving Coleman’s team 
sitting top of the pile in Group B ahead of their game 
with Roy Hodgson’s men this afternoon (Thursday). 

For a game that was already in the spotlight given 
the derby nature of it, even more significance will 
now be placed on the end result - a win for Wales 


would almost certainly ensure qualification for the 
next stage (and severely dent England’s ambitions). 

A draw will leave both sides’ fate in their own hands, 
while an England victory would leave the group 
looking open going into the final round of matches. 

As soon as the final whistle blew on Russia- 
England, the mind games began, Gareth Bale 
questioning England’s pride and passion and stating 
that they “big themselves up before they’ve done 
anything”, accusations that were defended with more 
than a little annoyance by both Roy Hodgson and 
Wayne Rooney, Hodgson labelling the comments 
“disrespectful”. 

The ever-controversial Jack Wilshere then 
claimed that England had the better players and 
better team, only for ITV pundit Craig Bellamy to 
suggest that Wales had a better team unity and, 
more importantly, the best player out of the two 
teams in Gareth Bale, rubbishing Wilshere’s 
comments - all good banter, but proof, if any were 
needed, how high the stakes are in Lens later 
today. 

Arguably the pressure lays squarely on 
England - anything other than a win will put their 
participation in the tournament past the group 
stages in serious risk (not including the behaviour 
of their fans, the unsavoury events in Marseille 
casting a dark pall over the tournament). 

England chasing the game will suit Wales’ game 
plan perfectly, playing tight and allowing Bale to 
use his pace on the counter-attack to run at the 
creaking English defence. 

Avoiding defeat will be the most important 
thing, but Wales will definitely feel that if they 
play further up the pitch than they did on Saturday 
they can take the game to England. 

Should Robson Kanu start the game then Wales 
will have no problems doing that - his presence 
will occupy the English defence allowing Bale to 
attack from deep, something that helped Wales 
beat Slovakia; up to the point of Robson Kanu’s 
introduction (and the thankfully fully-fit Joe 
Ledley), Wales were being pushed further and 
further back by Slovakia, and Bale leading the line 
(being supported by the phenomenal Jonny 



Williams) meant Wales 
weren’t getting forward 
in enough numbers to 
test the Slovaks. 

Play further up the 
field today and Wales 
should feel more 
confident and assured of 
getting a positive result 
against our neighbours. 
It’s fascinatingly poised 
and a nervy and exciting 
afternoon is in store for 
supporters of both 
countries - can Wales 
add England to their list 
of scalps? Don’t bet 
against them...
